announced. 

Judging the crafts April 4 and 5 will be: Marie Tuccillo Kelly, textilist and 
senior lecturer in painting, sculpture and design at the College of Fine Arts, Carnegie 
Institute, Pittsburgh; Henry Lin, professor of ceramics at Ohio University's School of Paint- 
ing and Allied Arts, and Sandra Zimmerman, director of the research and education department 
of the American Craftsmen's Council, James Brooks, painter; Isamu Noguchi, sculptor; and 
William C. Seitz, director of the Rose Art Museum at Brandeis University, will select the 
paintings, graphics and sculpture April 6 and 7, At the same time John Szarkowski, director of 
the department of photography at the Museum of Modern Art, will choose the photographs.
